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Scene 1: Late Night Heist 

(The stage is dimly lit, with a spotlight on MALIK and MAYA dressed in black 
hoodies. They’re breathless, holding bags of stolen goods.) 

MALIK: (Pulls out a wad of cash) We’re clear. Another debt paid. 

MAYA: (Smirking) Another high score. Malik, we could quit school and just do 
this full-time. 

MALIK: (Sharply) Not happening. We’re walking this line for a reason. 
Graduation equals options. Options equal freedom. 

MAYA: And here | thought freedom came from running fast and hacking into 
unprotected cameras. 

(They freeze as police sirens wail in the distance. The lights dim, transitioning 
to the next scene.) 


Scene 2: Ethics Class 

(The classroom is brightly lit. MALIK sits front and center, engaged. MAYA 
slouches in the back, scrolling on her phone.) 

PROFESSOR WILLIAMS: (Lecturing) “A moral life is one of consistency. You 
cannot wear two masks and remain whole.” Thoughts? 

MALIK: (Raising his hand) What if someone’s circumstances demand duality? 
Survival often requires... flexibility. 


PROFESSOR WILLIAMS: Interesting. But doesn’t duality create cracks in 
integrity? 

(The professor’s gaze lingers suspiciously on MALIK, who holds it 
confidently. ) 


Scene 3: The Discovery 

(MAYA’s dorm room. ZARA notices a lock-picking set on MAYA’s desk.) 
ZARA: (Laughing nervously) Maya, what’s this? You planning to break into the 
cafeteria for late-night snacks? 

MAYA: (Snatching it) Old hobby. Nothing you’d understand. 

ZARA: (Holding up a USB drive she found) And this? 

(MAYA freezes as she realizes ZARA has stumbled on a piece of evidence.) 


Scene 4: The Close Call 

(MALIK and MAYA are in a dark alley after a job, arguing.) 

MALIK: You let Zara find your tools? Are you trying to get us caught? 

MAYA: (Defensive) She doesn’t know anything! Stop acting like you're the 
only one holding this together. 

MALIK: If we slip even once, this whole house of cards falls. 

(A sudden flash of light illuminates them—PROFESSOR WILLIAMS appears, 
holding a flashlight.) 

PROFESSOR WILLIAMS: (Calmly) | always wondered what kept you two so 
tired in class. Care to explain? 

(Blackout. ) 


Scene 5: The Choice 
(Back in the classroom, MALIK and MAYA sit silently as the PROFESSOR 
hands them an envelope. Inside is a photo of them from the night before.) 


PROFESSOR WILLIAMS: You’re smart, resourceful, and reckless. I’m offering 
a deal: walk away from this life, or | walk this evidence to the dean and the 
police. 

MALIK: (After a long pause) You don’t understand. We don’t get to walk away. 
PROFESSOR WILLIAMS: Then let me teach you something else: even 
shadows can’t escape the light forever. 

(The play ends as the twins exchange a silent, loaded glance. The lights fade, 
leaving only their silhouettes on stage.)
